M E “ MAUDLIN SEAM.” 


TERRIBLE DISASTER IN AN ENGLISH 
COAL PIT. 


Twenty -Two Men Drowned toy n Flood 
lrox n the Sea—The Fight a t Cartagena, 
Central A m erica —British Politic« 
—Foreign Note« .

N e w Y o r k , June 
A —A Durham City 
cableg ram to The Herald giv es the follow* 
ing particulars of a terrible mining disaster 
that occurred there. 
At 10 o’clock Wednes­ 
day morning loud criee from the cag e- 
tenders at the mouth broug ht thither in a 
few minutes the 
affrig hted 
families of 
the collier-, whose little houses are not 
far away . The ominous words, “g as-water,” 
from the cag e-tenders were echoed from 
woman to woman amid fearful 
shrieks. 
Presently a boy in the ascending cag e leaped 
out with wring ing g arments, m uttering : 
“The 
sea L 
pouring 
down 
from 
the 
maudlin « earn and every body 
is 
g et­ 
ting drowned.” 
Nothing 
daunted 
by 
the tale or lamentations, 
two 
colliers 
temporarily 
out 
of 
the 
pit g ot into 
the cag e and q uickly descended. 
They found 
the top maudlin seam a water-spout, but all 
the shafts workable, while in tue few m in­ 
utes which had elapsed the pit had become a 
monster well 
The 200 men who were in 
the lower seams were already in water up to 
their wai-ts, and the boy s were almost 
drowning . Lord Durham has all the needful 
steam appliances for working the shafts 
and cag es, and in a short time all the col­ 
liers in each seam ex cept the maudlin seam 
weie in the day lig ht, being embraced in all 
their soaked condition by wives, children, 
and sweethearts, while a few other women 
were bemoaning with misery indescribable 
the absence hf those who were in the sub­ 
merg ed -earn. 
When the roll was sally called twenty - 
two did not respond. 
They were known to 
have been at work in the maudlin seam. All 
of these are undoubtedly dead, killed either 
by the ex plosion of g as and after-damp or 
drowned. 
Nothing as y et can be possibly 
known, and weeks must elapse before the 
water can be pumped out, even if this be 
possible, for the rush and roar of the water 
still continue. 
Later .—Twelve men are still entombed 
in the pit. 
There is hardly a possibility of 
their rescue. 
Ten bodies have already been 
taken out, and the total number of lives lost 
may therefore be placed at twenty -two. 
The supposition as to the cause of the dis­ 
aster is this: Maudlin seam is known to run 
very close to an old working that leads 
toward the North tea, nine miles east­ 
ward; that a workman broke into the de­ 
serted and used-up g allery in which were 
pent up g as and water, the accumulation of 
y ears. 
One my stery to the eng ineers just 
now is whether the old g alleries have been 
broken in by the sea and where the im­ 
mense q uantities of water came from. 


FROM CENTRAL AMERICA. 


The Deadly H and to H and W ork a t Car­ 
tag ena. 
N e w Y o r k , June 4.—The steamer which 
arrived Wednesday from Panama bring s 
the following account of the attack upon 
Cartag ena: 
Late news from Cartag ena 
confirms the intellig ence received by the 
¿Spanish g unboat Ferdinand El Catolico and 
the American flag ship Tennessee. 
Galtan 
on learning of the approach of the g overn­ 
ment troops under Brioenoa and of their 
junction with the small force led by Gon. 
Vilo at Hincelejo, resolved on making a 
g eneral; attack on Cartag ena, assaulting it 
both by land and sea. 
He paid dearly for 
bis temerity . 
Securing a number of scaling 
ladders, he sent a force by soa to approach 
as silently as possible the wails of the 
city , 
and to cover this movement he 
beg an a mo.« t furious attack along the 
whole line of 
sieg e-works, 
particularly 
at Lapopa. 
The assailants from the seaside 
succeded in placing many of their ladders, 
and a number of men succeeded in scaling 
the walls. 
Had a sufficient num ber of them 
done so before making a demonstration to 
attract the attention of the small number 
of the 
beseig ed 
their 
triumph 
would 
have been secure, but, with 
character­ 
istic enthusiam, when only about six ty 
men had reached the walls, they beg an the 
usual “vivas,” which broug ht upon them at 
once the main force of the besieg ed. 
The 
result was that the attack by sea was re­ 
pulsed with frig htful loss, the bay onet, 
machete, 
and 
knife 
doing 
their 
deadly hand-to-hand 
work. 
Every 
man 
who 
reached 
the 
summit 
of 
the 
walls was killed or wounded, and many 
at 
their ba« e who soug ht to escape by swim­ 
ming were downed. 
The losses of Gaitan's 
forces were nearly 000 killed an l wounded, 
and of the loy alists fourteen wounded and 
mne killed. 
After the repulse Galtan withdrew hi« 
forces and proceeded 
to Baranq uilla t* wait 
an a tta c k by the g overnment forces. 


THEY DOTE ON EACH OTHER. 


R eception of M inlftter Phelps a t a Lord 
May or*« D inner. 
L o ndo n, 
June 4 .—United States Minister 
Phelps was the g uest of the evening at the 
dinner g iven by the lord may or of Lon­ 
don to the judg es at the Mansion house, 
Wednesday nig ht. 
The mention of 
Mr. 
Phelps’ name, as it was reached on the 
toast list, elicited round upon round of 
cheers. 
Lori May or Fowler, in proposing 
the health of Mr. 
Phelps, stated that he 
hoped shortly to have the honor of enter­ 
taining ex President A rthur at the Mansion 
house. 
Mr. Phelps replied in a felicitious speech, 
and said that he bad no such claims upon 
English hospitality as Mr. Lowed possessed, 
and his reception was therefore the more 
gratify iug, 
He ascribed the lov e of the 
American people for their English brethren 
to the great international intercourse be­ 
tween the two countries, and assured hi« 
bearers that Americana, abov e all other 
people, wtuld be pleased to beer that the 


differences between England and Russia 
had been amicably settled. Be paid a high 
tribute to the ability and impartiality of 
English judges, and said that their decisions 
were looked upon in America as ideals in 
el ear reasoning and justice. 
Among the Americans present were Con­ 
sul General Waller, Secretary of Legation 
White, and Mr. GilUg. 
It is proposed by the corporation of Lon­ 
don to present to ex -PTssident Arthur an ad­ 
dress, enclosed in a gold casket fashioned in 
a sty le similar to the one giv en by that 
body to Gen. Grant

The Earthqua ke la Cashmere. 
L ondon, J une 4.—Tha earthquake in the 
v alley of Cashmere was not so sev ere as 
first reported. 
Comparativ ely few liv es 
were lost as th» re was abundant warning 
before the destructiv e shocks occurred, and 
most of the people toft their houses and 
camped in the fields, where they still re- 
main.

The English Conserv ativ e Platform. 
London,

Randolph 
Churchill, speaking in London Wednesday , 
declared that among tha point» to be in­ 
sisted upon by the Conserv ativ es in the ap­ 
proaching electoral contests were the follow­ 
ing: A complete ov erhauling of the national 
financial sy stem; the rev iv al of Lord Bea- 
cons field’s policy concerning Ireland, and a 
change in parliamentary methods of pro­ 
cedure, so that legislation shall be done in 
the day time, and all-night sessions shall be 
prohibited.

Cholera in Valencia, Spain. 
New Y or k , J une 4 —•Amadrid cablegram 
say s: The phy sicians who accompany the 
special medical commission, appointed by 
the Spanish gov ernment to inv estigate the 
alarming epidemic prev ailing in the prov ince 
of Valencia, generally aamrt that it is chol­ 
era. 
In the town of Algemesi there were 
in the last half of May 101 new cases and 
twenty -sev en deaths. 
The gov ernment has 
issued instructions that measures be at once 
taken to prev ent the spread of the disease. 
Sev eral soldiers who hav e recently been 
transferred from Valencia to Albacete are 
ill with the true cholera. 


Sunday Labor in Austria . 
V ienna, J une 4.—The Austrian gov ern­ 
ment will grant ex ceptions to the new law 
prohibiting 
Sunday labor. 
Printers « id 
compositors hav e not y et been ex empted, 
and unless the decree Is modified before 
Sunday , the publication of Monday morn­ 
ing papers will be prev ented. 
Other indus­ 
tries also intend to appeal, and as Vienna is 
particularly Parisian in its mode of life, 
there is likely to be a spirited discussion of 
the measure.

THE LABOR PROBLEM. 


FACTS W HICH LABOR COMMISSIONER 
WRIGHT IS AFTER. 


B is Instructions to the Special Agent« 
Who Are a t Work a t Hom e and 
▲broad—The 
Great 
Iron 
L ockout—Idle Men. 


B oston, 
J une 
4 —In 
an 
interv iew 
Wednesday Labor Commissioner Wright 
ex plained the scope of the inv estigation 
which the agents of the national labor bu­ 
reau hav e been sent out to make in this 
country and in Europe. 
The information 
sought, he say s, does not ex ist in any offi­ 
cial report made under the state or national 
gov ernment 
“ I hav e no theories to sub­ 
stantiate,” he continued; “ on the contrary , 
I 
hav e marked ont a wide inv estigation as 
ex pressed in the plan approv ed by the secre­ 
tary of the interior, inv olv ing the question 
of industrial depressions, their character, 
their alleged causes, whether they are con­ 
temporaneous in the great producing coun­ 
tries of the word, and whether as to dura­ 
tion, sev erity , and periodicity they are 
alike in such countries. 
This question in­ 
v olv es more detail than might be indi­ 
cated by this general statement 
My ob­ 
ject is, in a general way , to classify the 
alleged causes and ascertain the actual facts 
in regard to the other points just named. 
1 
wish further to learu to learn, if possible, 
the collateral causes and influence* which 
affect industrial depressions and the collat­ 
eral results which grow out of thorn. 
In 
order to accomplish this, among other in­ 
structions, I hav e 
giv en 
the following 
specific directions to the special agents of 
the bureau now in the field in this country 
and in Europe: 
Ascertain the effect in all directions of 
the employ ment or imported labor under 
contract, if any such is or has been em­ 
ploy ed in any industry in y our territory . 
These influences y ou will find ex tend in four 
directions: first, 
upon 
the 
labor 
em­ 
ploy ed before the employ ment of the im­ 
ported contract labor; second, upon the im­ 
ported 
contract 
labor 
itself; 
third, 
upon 
the 
consumers 
of 
the 
g oods 
or 
material 
produced 
by 
such 
im­ 
ported labor; fourth, upon the employ ers 
of the contract labor. That is to say , y ou are 
desired to learn whether the employ ment of 
imported contract labor has reduced the 
wages of the old labor, and what other in­ 
fluences it has had upon it; whether imported 
labor is paid toss wages than tho old, and 
whether the condition of the imported labor 
has improv ed from what it was when such 
laborer was imported; whether the price of 
goods or material produced by imported 
labor tap been reduced to the consumer; 
and, finally , whether the employ er of such 
imported labor has increased or decreased 
his profits thereby . 
Ascertain in what industries and to what 
ex tent foreign capital is employ ed in dev el­ 
oping the industries of y our locality . 
Ascertain tho labor cost of the product of 
each of the leading industries in y our terri­ 
tory , *-ay to the ex tent of ten or twelve. 
Ascertain, if possible, in the leading in­ 
dustries, and 
as ex actly as circumstances 
and facts will admit, the apparent displace­ 
ment of muscular labor throug h the use of 
machinery ; th at is, learn the number of 
men it would take working under hand pro­ 
cesses to m anufacture a g iven q uantity of 
{ 
joods now produced with tho aid of mechan- 
cal power. 
Get the av erage cost of clothing for adults, 
male and female, and for children 
per 
annum; also, the av erage quantity of fuel 
(naming kind) for a family per annum. 
Ascertain the actual ration \mr day , per 
week, or for any unit of time of a working ­ 
m an’s family ; 
th at is to say ; tho ex act 
q uantity and cost of each article of food 
consumed for a g iven number of persons, 
specify ing adults and children. 
Givo the facts as y ou may find them 
throug h ex amination of local history , <»r 
from y our consultations with business men, 
or from y our own knowlodg o, of the char­ 
acter, duration, and severity of each of tho 
industrial depressions within the last fifty 
y ears; also state in chronolog ical order when 
they occurrol, tho conditions which pre­ 
ceded them, and what were the first sy mp­ 
toms of their appearance and the first sig ns 
of their disappearance. 
Ktate also as far as y ou can the effect on 
saving s tanks as to the number of deposi­ 
tors. 
You should bear in mind tho differ­ 
ence between financial and industrial de­ 
pressions. 
They may g o tog ether, or one 
may precede tho other, but in what y ou 
have to say under this item g ivo tho facts us 
y ou find them. 
If the parties y ou consult 
for information and sug g estions g ivo y ou 
any points as to how depressions may 
I» 
remedied 
or 
avoid, 
bear 
them 
in 
mind 
and 
report 
them 
to 
this 
office. 
Abo learn, if y ou can, at what 
stag e of the prog ress of the depression 
strikes aro most likely to occur; that is, 
whether they are more freq uent when a 
depression is first felt in an ex acted de­ 
crease of wag es or when the depression is 
passing away , or whether they occur a t 
both these points or at other points. 
Htat j whether skilled labor, such as m a­ 
chinists, watchmakers, 
and 
tho 
hig her 
g rades of mechanical labor, ara supplied 
from home or foreig n recruits. 
“You will see from the foreg oing instru­ 
ment,” said Commissioner W rig ht, “that the 
United States bureau of labor is covering a 
field of investig ation which has not y et been 
covered. The different bureaus of the United 
Htatei 
have 
not 
covered 
any such 
field, 
nor 
can 
they . 
They can co­ 
operate 
to 
a 
larg e 
ex tent, 
and 
most effectually , with the United States 
bureau, in furnishing information f« *r dif­ 
ferent localities, but with the ag ents of the 
United States bureau at work on a har­ 
monious plan, and uniformly , we g ather 
distinctly the information from a wide field. 
The result of such an investig ation must be 
of g reat value, for they will demonstrate 
some truths which are not y et g rasped 
in discussions on proposed 
commercial 
leg islation, and they will ex plode some bub­ 
bles and disclose many fallacies which have 
become incorporated 
in such discussion. 
That these results will hav e an important 
bearing on the tariff q uestion must be evi­ 
dent, but such bearing does not 
belong to 
the work of the bureau; the collection, 
classification, and report of the fact« is its 
peculiar prov ince*”

talk with sev eral member* of the Amalga­ 
mated association indicates that a compro­ 
mise was about to be effected and work 
would v ery shortly be resumed. Members 
of the association may be seen collected in 
knots at sev eral of the street corners in 
Newport, discussing the situation, and pa­ 
tiently awaiting what they say will be good 
news from Pittsburg. 
The New Albany Iron company , at New 
Albany , Ind., hav e signed the Amalgamated 
scale. 
This is the second firm outside of 
Pittsburg to sign, and the workmen say 
they ex pect more in a few day « .

When a tree or a bundle of wheat 
or barley straw 
is 
burned, a certain 
amount of mineral 
matter 
remains in 
the ashes—extremely small in comparison 
with the bulk of the tree or of the straw, 
but absolutely essential to its growth. 
In a 
soil lacking or exhausted of the necessary 
mineral constituents, the tree cannot live, 
the crop cannot grow. 
Now, contagia are living things, which de­ 
mand certain elements of life just as inex 
orably as trees or wheat or barley; and it is 
not difficult to see that a crop of a given 
parasite may so far use up a constituent ex 
isting in atn*-h quantities in the body, but 
essential to the growth of the para si to, 
to render the body unfit for the production 
of a second crop* The soil is exhausted, and 
until the lost constituent is restored, the 
body is protected from any further attack 
of the same disorder. 
Such an explanation of non-recurrent dis­ 
eases naturally presents Itself to a thorough 
believer in the germ theory, and such was 
the solution which, in reply to a question I 
ventured to offer nearly fifteen years ago to 
an eminent London physician. To exhaust 
the soil, however, a parasite lees vigorous 
and destructive than the really virulent one 
may suffice; and if, after having by means 
of a feebler organism, exhausted the soil, 
without fatal result, the most highly viru­ 
lent parasite be introduced into the system 
it will prove powerless. 
This, in the lan­ 
guage of the germ theory, is the whole se­ 
cret of vaccination.
